MIX WITH WILLS 


New York, June 
26.—Luis^ Angel 


Firpo, Argentine heavyweight, has ac- 
cepted the final terms of Tex Packard, 
promoter, of a 15-round bout between 
Firpo and Harry Wills, 220-pound ne- 
ro, thus concluding negotiations which 
have been pending for .two months. Al- 
though it was at first ; agreed ,tha.t the 
match' should take place the latter part 
of August, Firpo, 
when notified of 


Rickard's announcement, cabled from
